Large Trumpet Daffodils 


This group of daffodils is by far the most famous and popular of the lot. 
All have large flowers with broad petals and glorious trumpets, which in 
early spring form the basis of color in the garden. Many kinds are very 
suitable for growing in pots or in bulb fibre. The following are all yellow 
varieties. In a separate classification we have listed the bicolors below. 


Yellow Trumpets 


Dawson City. Really a showy garden type and prized for exhibition purposes, 
this beautifully formed Daffodil with its perfectly symmetrical perianth 
of large broad petals, greatly overlapping and a soft clear yellow and long 
straight trumpet is really a thing of beauty in the spring garden.

Hints on Growing Daffodils 

Like all other bulbs, daffodils repay us for giving them 
the proper care by producing more and better flowers. See 
that the soil is well prepared. This means deep digging and 
plenty of plant food, especially phosphates and potash. Early 
planting is advisable. September is the best month for most 
parts of the country. Cover the tops of the bulbs about 6 
inches, and in cold climates mulch well after the ground has 
frozen. It is a mistake to leave the bulbs too many years 
without resetting them. They become crowded and fail to 
bloom. About every third year, dig the bulbs when the tops 
have ripened. Store in a cool, airy place and reset in the 
fall. Never move the bulbs before or during blooming time 
as it will injure their growth severely. 


Forcing of Daffodils 
Daffodils are very easily forced and if a little care is exer- 
ey cised you can have beautiful flowers in mid-winter. Pot up 
the bulbs in September or October in any good garden soil. 
Place pots in trench out doors, covering top of pots at least four inches. 
Be sure that they have plenty of moisture at all times, but with good 
drainage. Do not bring the pots in very early—December 20th to Janu- 
ary Ist is usually early enough for the first ones, then at intervals through 
January and February. Do not give daffodils much heat—-50 to 55 de- 
grees F. is enough at night with 60 in the daytime.

DAFFODILS 


The incomparabilis group of daffodils characterized by the general 
standards of judging daffodils has a cup or crown in length equal to the 
length of the petals and not shorter than one-third. Thus they have 
reasonably good size cups although not as large as the giant Trumpet 
class. As a group they are very colorful, mostly because the cups or 
crowns have bright colors in their markings. There are generally two 
types in this class—those with yellow shades and without the red markings 
in the cup and the group known as bicolors, where the petals are white 
and the cup either yellow, red stained or red. 


For thrilling and unusual novelty and garden varieties these are in 
a class by themselves. Although some are expensive they are a very good 
investment for the average garden because the bulbs multiply very freely.

Vincents DUTCH IRIS 


Dutch Iris give a wealth of bloom and fine cut flowers. They make a fine 
addition to the garden. In fact they can be grown successfully all over the coun- 
try. The usual height varies from one foot to almost two feet, according to the 
variety. All have neat looking flowers on stiff erect stems and a basal tuft of 
narrow leaves quite distinct from those of the garden iris. They bloom quite 
early but extend over the period of garden iris so they may be planted for color- 

ful effects among the iris in the garden. The bulbs may be left in the ground 
from year to year but in cold climates a liberal mulch is advisable. 

Plant the bulbs as soon as practicable, 3 to 4 inches deep, and 8 to 12 inches 
apart. By planting clumps of 8 to 10 bulbs a more effective flowering may be 
had and the spacing may be reduced by a couple inches or so. 

If the flowers are cut for the house try not to cut the leaves since these are 
needed to produce the flowers for next year. With this thought the bulbs should 


be allowed to grow as long as they will to build up flower buds rather than cutting 
| the leaves off as soon as the flowering is over.

Freesias are easy to grow. They can 
be grown outdoors only in the warmer 
states but elsewhere require planting in 
pots for the house or conservatory. The 
flowers are quite colorful and deliciously 
fragrant. Colors are all of pastels. 

Use a good rich loam soil for potting, 
setting bulbs an inch or two apart. Out- 
doors plant bulbs 3 to 6 inches apart and 
cover with about 2 inches of soil.

Garden Hints on 
Tulips 


FRANK D. VINCENT 
“The Bulb King” 


To acquaint Our many cus- 
tomers with the floral richness 
and plant interest in this great 
family of bulbs, | have prepared 
this short column on the cul- 
ture of the Tulip. 


The Tulip has been cultivated 
since ancient times and in the 
Persian, it was called Tauleban ALLARD 
and was most likely grown as the PIERSON 
wild species native to the moun- 
tains of Asia Minor. With the 
coming of the Crusades into the 
Holy Land the returning knights 
took the Tulip along with other 
plants to their native homes in 
Europe. It was not long after 
that the Tulip became a popular 
plant and along with the Hyacinth was cultivated in Holland and many va- 
rieties resulted with the years. 


Tulips may be planted at any time from fall to early winter but are best if 
planted early before the ground freezes, if your winters are cold. The bulbs 
show no preference as to time of planting as long as the ground is in good 
condition to plant. It is well to dig the Tulip bed deep and work into the soil 
some old manure, if obtainable or other organic material such as leaf mould 
or peat together with a generous amount of phosphate fertilizer like bone 
meal. However, in planting the bulbs such material should not come in direct 
contact with them, but should be separated by a layer of clean soil to protect 
the bulbs from decay. The bulbs may be left in the ground as long as they 
do not become crowded. Such condition is indicated by poor flowers, many 
leaves or no flowers at all.

Plant all Tulips at least 6 inches deep. In the south an extra 2 or 3 inches, making 
a total of 8 or 9 inches, will give better results because the tulip will then have a cooler 
root run and protection from the sun. For the greatest possible show of color plant large 
beds of one color, But in the flower border it is often desirable to have “clumps” of Tulips, 
starting with the bright colors and working toward the blues. In this case each clump 
should have at least 6 to 12 bulbs per ‘’clump’’, less than that tends to give a spotty effect.

Lilies may be grown anywhere if planted in a soil that is well 
drained, deep and shaded from the hot sun. They like a cool root run 
and a generous amount of leaf mould. The bulbs are made up of a 
number of fleshy scales that would soon rot off if allowed to stand in 
a wet soil. Some gardeners plant them on their sides, others on a 
cushion of sand; in any event the whole problem revolves around good 
drainage. Lily beds should be dug deeply and the drainage 
placed in the bottom of a trench with an outlet if the soil 
is heavy.
